FORMER SAID TO BE AT FAULT 

Weeping Children See Their Parents 
Perish in the Water. 


MANY OF THE PASSENGERS WERE RELATED 


Captain of the Tiber Will Be Charged 
with Manslaughter—Government 
Cares for the Survivors. 


St. John, N. F., November 6.—The steam- 
er Tiber, Captain Delisle, bound for Sidney, 
left here at 7 o’clock tonight. Fifteen min- 
utes later, when just beyond the entrance 
to the harbor, she collided with the 
schooner Magefe, bound from Benayist bay 
for St. John with a cargo of fish and lum- 
ber. 

Thirteen lives were lost. 

The schooner carried a crew of nine and 
twenty-four passengers, five of whom were 
women.The schooner had her lights dis- 
played and there was no justification on the 
steamer’s part for the collision because the 
night 
near the shore in a part of the entrance 


where steamers rarely go. 
The schooner was struck amidships, cut 
in two pieces and sank instantly. All 


aboard were on deck. They were thrown | 


into the water and those saved were only 
rescued by the help of the floating deck 
loads of lumber. 

Several were caught under the sails and 
dragged down with the sinking vessel. 
Others were unable to keep afloat until the 
rescue boats arrived and dropped off the 
planks. T'wo men climbed up the steamer’s 
side and seven were saved by her boats. 
One woman was also saved, making ten 
souls rescued. The other thirteen, nine 
men and four women, drowned. Captain 
Blundon's wife, who was bringing her 
consumptive sixteen-year-old boy to the 
hospital at St. John, was drowned, though 

her husband had her on a plank. The boy 
r was saved. The captain’s brother and 
nephew were also lost. 

Seven widows and thirty-three orphans {s 
the result of this catastrophe. 

The pecuniary losses of the survivors are 
heavy. 

All on board the schooner were more or 
less closely related. The accident hap- 
pened within half a mile of the town. The 
steamer lay to while she sent a boat ashore 
to land the survivors and then continued 
her voyage.

Montgomery, Ala,, November 6.—(Special.) 
Alabama is beginning to realize fully the 
value of river improvements. The inaugu- 
ration of navigation upon the Warrior river 
promises to be worth millions to the people 
of the state in the sale of coal alone. Re- 
ferring to this The Pittsburg Chronicle- 
Telegraph, publwhed in a rival region, says! 

“The claim is made that Mobile will 
henceforth be the cheapest coal port ir 
the world, The mines opened are only 413 
miles above tide, and the statement is made 
that coal can be set down in Mobile at a 
cost of $1.25 a ton, This claim is based upon 
an estimated freight charge of only 26 
cents a ton. Even if this is not attainable 
the margin up to $2.20, the present figure of 
good steam coal, is so large that the profit 
will still be attractive to envérprising op- 
erators. Mobile is less than sixty hours’ 
sailing from the new railroad across the 
Isthmus of Tehauntepec, and it is by no 
meahs unreasonable to hope that not only 
gulf ports, but also. the Pacific coast will be 
opened to Alabama coal. This may show 
the way to New Orleans shippers for an 
extension of the coal trade to the same re- 
gions which now exclusively depend upon 
English coal, which is sold at from $8 ta 
$14 a ton.” é

Born a king, 
he has been taught to understand that in 
his home life he stands, and must through- 
out his boyhood continue to, stand. in com- 
plete subjection to his mother. The tribute 
to the character of a strong and great 
woman here contained is supported, as it 
may interest those who are conversant 
with such things to hear, by Stuart Cum- 
berland, a “thought reader” of European 
fame. who thus speaks of her majesty: “I 
have experimented with many women of 
note; empreases, queens, great authoresses, 
artists, travelers, most of them women of 
known strong character, but for downright 
concentration of thought and determination 
of purpose I have scarcely met the equal 
of the queen regent of Spain.”’ 

This is the keynote to the secret of the 
little monarch’s life’s training. He was 
born May 17, 1886, near (Madrid, six months 
after the death of his father, Alfonso XII. 
when his sisters, the Infantas Maria de las 
Mercedes and Maria Theresa, were respec- 
tively six and four years of age. The 
Palace del Pardo. a gloomy residence some 
eight miles from the eapital,.was the scene 
of the young king’s birth, his mother 
having removed there shortly before, sore- 
what to the annoyance of the Spaniards, 
who considered that the dark forest and 
the high wall, over fifty miles in length, 
shut her off too completely from her people. 

From his infancy the etiquette of the 
country has demanded that the king should 
preside on certain occasions at state coun- 
cils, at the reception of the representatives 
of foreign courts, and at special services in 
the cathedral of Madrid. An amusing story 
is told of his majesty on one such occasion, 
when he was too young to understand, but 
not too young to be bored. A bishop, 
whose full designation shall be omitted, 
was preachingj a long sermon, and the 
monarch’s experience had taught him he 
was expected to remain till it was con- 
cluded. Quarter of an hour, half, three- 
quarters passed, and still bis lordship went 
on. At“last the child felt he could endure 
no more, and tearing off his little gloves he 
flung them almost at the bishop’s feet, 
with such a look of anger and impatience 
that the preacher judged it well to bring 
his discourse abruptly to an end. 

When the court leaves Madrid the queen 
regent and her children generally repair to 
the pleasant ‘watering place of San Sebas- 
tian. Here swimming is their favorite 
pastime, while the warm waters of the 
south allow them to spend a much longer 
time at the exercise than would be ad- 
visable in our colder climes. The queen 
herself is an expert swimmer, and to be 
“as clever in the water as the mother” is 
a wish the little monarch has often ex- 
pressed. Holiday time though it nomimally 
is, the juvenile king must still spend many 
hours at his books. Fortunately for him- 
self, he is not a dull child, and he is 
specially quick at languages. Spanish, of 
course, is his native tongue; German he 
has spoken much with his Austr.@: mother, 
and with French, Italian and Engiish he is 
fairly proficient. The last named he is 
studying under an English governess, of 
whom he is very fond, so his progress is 
rapid, while he often amuses himself by 
making an Irish secretary in the household 
of the queen teach him various slang 
terms, which he brings out when English 
visitors gre present, often as much to their 
aston'shment as the'r amusement. This, 
notwithstanding the king has great dignity 
of his own, He is often as haughty in his 
bearing as any of his arrogant ancestors, 
whether of Pberian or of Austrian birth, 
and it is certain that no one would ever

of his own, but while at the sea the stern 
rules of the court are to a certain extent 
relaxed, and he is allowed some little of 
the freedom which alone makes happiness 
in a young life a possibility. 
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HOW TO HOLD AN UMBREILA. 


It Is Not Every Man Who Under- 
stands the Art.

Although the uninitiated make no pre- 
tensions whatever to the wisdom that foree 
casts the state of the weather for days to 
come, it is fair to suppose that they are 
right when they predict that we will have a 
g00d deal more rain within the next month 
than we have had during the last two. If 
this be true (and it undoubtedly is), then 
it follows that umbrellas will be in demand, 
and their smooth, silk covers will follow 
their usual fashion of getting lost whenever 
off duty for a few hours, while their un- 
lucky owners try in vain to roll the um- 
brella itself into the slim neatness it dis- 
played when they first saw it in some store. 

But these and several other minor griev- 
ances connected with umbrellas are as 
trifles compared with their behavior when 
in actual use. There is only one man in a 
hundred who knows how to properly carry 
an open umbrella, and the woman who can 
accomplish the feat is as yet a pleasing 
dream. Almost every individual who atarts 
out in the rain unfurls his desired shelter, 
seizes it firmly by the handle, holds that 
same stick out at half arm’s length and 
goes calmly down the street. Now all um- 
brellas, at least those in common use in 
this country, are circular, and the stick is 
exactly inthe center. It follows as a matter 
of course that when the happy holder of 
this circular tent poises its central pole, so 
to speak, about a foot and a half in front 
of them ‘his back is absolutely certain to 
receive the tiny streams that run continu- 
ally from the eloping sides. Five minutes’ 
observation on the first rainy day will prove 
this to the most incredulous umbrella lover. 

Again, when a man gallantly shelters a 
woman from a sudden shower he invariably 
elevates his arm about to the level of his 
shoulder and then contrives with the 
most solicitous air to send a dozen little riv- 
ulets coursing down the woman’s outer 
sleeve until she is in an agony of embar- 
rassed discomfort.

civilization, an American Pompeii has been 
discovered by Professor Alfred Eldridge, 
of Montreal. Professor Eldridge left his 
home in the Canadian city to explore un- 
known Alaska over four years ago, and 
was thought to have been lost and destroy- 
ed by savages in the great northern forests. 
His friends and relatives were most agree- 
ably surprised when he suddenly appeared 
about former haunts, and likewise much 
interested in the remarkable tale of long 
wanderings and astonishing discoveries in 
the perilous savage region of darkest Amer- 
ica he told. 

“My trip up to the time I reached the un- 
explored region was neither especially in- 
teresting nor novel,” said Professor Eld- 
ridge. “Months of my time were spent at 
first in traveling over a vast country, the 
characteristics of which have been told and 
retold by. explorers, and I could add noth- 
ing new to its description from my hurried 


passage to the border of the unknown dis-. 


tricts. I was surprised at the number of 
Indian vilages, having no connection with 
civilizétioh, through which I passed, how- 
ever, although the existence of some was 
well known to me. 

“Being almost exhausted with the rough 
means of travel I was forced to endure, I 
Was never so pleased in my life as when I 
reached the mouth of Kuwalik river, on 
the shore of Kotzebue sound. Here I en- 
countered a small settlement of Indians, 
who were much surprised at my desire to 
proceed up the stream. I was informed 
that there was no settlements or living 
creatures in the high forest regions to 
which it led, and that no white man had 
ever attempted to enter the wild, secluded 
territory. The Indians themselves were ig- 
norant of the characteristics of the coun- 
try. 

“The chief did all in his power to per- 
suade me to abandon my project, explain- 
ing unbearable perils galore which 1 would 
be certain to encounter, and finally, find- 
ing my determination unshaken when he 
had finished, I wag further acquainted with 
a horrible Indian superstition regarding 
the secluded land. 

“On the border of the little lake where 
I stopped my attention was drawn to a spot 
half way up a steep peak, which had evi- 
dently suffered some recent disturbance. 
On arriving at the s.tuat.on I saw that a 
great body of earth had broken away and 
rolled down the mountain. ‘The first thing 
to attract me was the discoverey of a smaii 
piece of broken earthenware, tight brown 
in color, with an artistically worked trim- 
ming of Greek design worked in biack p.g- 
ment. it was just such a piece as those I 
had found in New Mexico some years be- 
fore, and any one can imagine my amaze- 
ment at its discovery in that quarter,

- Yorkville, S. C.. November 6.—(Special.)— 
Interest in the Reese, Luckie and Ander- 
son murder trial was even greater today 
than yesterday. A large number of people 
came down from Blacksburg and a great 
many came fn from the sourrounding — 
try, while the balance of the crowd was 
made up of Yorkville citizens. 

Among the women in the courtroom were 
Mrs. Charlies T. Williams, widow of the 
deceased; ‘Mrs. O. A. Osborne, of Blacks- 
burg; Miss Mary Farrington; Mesdames 
Patterson, Calloway and Anderson, the last 
named being one of the defendants. 

Much of the testimony was unexpectedly 
direct in its character, and several times 
the defense appeared considerably worried. 
‘Judge Watts has been persistently ruling 
against the prosecution as to evidence 
showing the relations between Reese and 
Mrs. Anderson, and the probable motive: 
for the murder, and on account of this the 
prosecution seems to be somewhat dis- 


couraged. 

Mrs. Anderson showed signs of extreme 
nervousness all day, and this afternoon as 
some testimony that seemed to throw pretty 
strong light on her probable relations with 
Reese came out, she appeared to faint. 
The first witness sworn this morning was 
J. W. Thomson, proprietor of the Mer- 
chants’ hotel. He related the circumstances 
of Wildams’s arrival in Blacksburg, and 
identified the name “J. H. Williams” on 
the hotel register as having been written by 
him. He related all the circumstances that 
developed after the finding of the body, 
and identified the various articles that he 
and Mr. Duncan had taken from the body 
of the deceased. The revolver was found 
in the inside pocket of a tightly buttoned 
vest. .Practically all the facts in his testi- 
mony have already been printed. 

Just before Thomson took the stand the 
lady witnesses for the prosecution retired 
from the courtroom, This was because of 
certain testimony as to the identity of cer- 
tain articles that had been found in the 
pockets of the deceased. The cross-exam- 
ination of Thomson developed nothing ma- 
terial. 

Ira Hardin, surveyor, swore to the cor- 
rectness of a plat of the scene of the 
killing that he had made and gave the 

‘distance from the scene of the killing to 
all the homes of witnesses and defendants. 


Mrs. Farrington Saw the Men. 

Miss Mary Farrington testified that on 
the night of the killing she was reading 
in an upper room in the residence of G. M. 
Moore. About 9:30 o’clock she heard three 
pistoY shots, one, and then after an inter- 
val two more. She marked the place in her 
book, “‘Household Angel in Disguise,”” and 
placed it in her trunk. Then she ~walned 
out on the piazza, closing the door behind 
her. Looking across the street she saw 
two men at a point just fourteen steps 
beyond Reese’s house. 

“One of the men,”’ Miss Farrington con- 
tinued, “said in a subdued tone, ‘Hush.’ 
I watered them. One of them went into 
Mr. Reese’s plazza. He either inserted a 
key or unbolted the door and walked in. 
This man I certainly recognized as Marion 
R. Reese. There was a light in the house 
of Mrs. Anderson. I could see it through 
the blinds, which were not closed. The 
other man went ‘to is house and_in an 
excited tone of voice said: ‘Let me in 
quick.’ The door was opened from the in- 
side and the man entered. This man I cer- 
tainly wecognized as Daniel F. Luckie. 
After he entered the light that had been 
showing through the window slats went 
out.’’ 

Miss Farrington had known Reese for 
four years and was certain that she was 

not mistaken. 

“Miss Farrington, were you before the 
coroner’s jury?’ was asked. 

“Yes, sir,’"’ was the reply. 

“How many times.” 

“Twice.’’ 

“Did you state there all that you have 
Stated here.’’ 

“No, sir; only the first part.’ 

“Why did you not state it all?” 

Counsel for the defense objected and 
the objection was sustained, but during the 
cross-examination the witness gave as a 
reason why she did not make a full state- 
ment before the coroner's jury the first 
time that she had not been subpoenaed. 
On cross-examination she said she was 
conducting a mantua making business. If 
Mrs. Anderson was in the same business 
she had no knowledge of it. Bhe was not 
conscious of any rivalry between them. 
She knew Mrs. Anderson only by sight. 
She denied that she had said after the 
killing that she hoped the 109th Psalm, 7th, 
8th and 9th verses, would be fulfilled in the 
Case of Reese. She denied also that she 
had said at the coroner's inquest that she 
had not seen anyone on the streets either 
before or after the shooting, and on being 
confronted with her signed statement to. 
that effect asserted most positively that it 
Was a mistake. She had seen a man going 
along the same side of the street she was 
on, carrying a lantern, a little after: the 
Shooting, but did not recognize the man. 
Just after the shooting she had heard 
footsteps going up the street, but they sud- 
denly died away and she heard nothing 
more of them. Mr. Duff had afterwards 
told her that the man with a lantern was, 
Dr. Ramseur. She said she did not tell G. 
M. Moore that there was another man on 
the street walking up toward Mrs. Sum- 
mers’s, but said she had heard some heavy 
Walking up the street. She did not know 
Who had taken down her testimony at the 
Ccoroner’s inquest. 

On redirect examination the witness said 
Bhe had recorded the facts in the case im- 
Mediately after their development. 

“Why did you say,” she was asked on

Reese also said to the witness that people 
were trying to connect him with the kill- 
ing, but that he had nothing to do with it. 
He often went to see Mrs. Anderson, of 
course, but then, by way of parenthesis, 
“She keeps my books.and does writing for 
me, you know?” 

On cross examination the witness admit- 
ted that he had had a quarrel with Reese 
some time before, but claimed that he was 
not influenced in his testimony or action by 
any such consideration. 

Withers Hears the Shots.

Reese told the witness that it was his 
custom tg go over to Mrs. Anderson’s of 
evenings, and if he desired to return they 
would exchange winks. This would mean 
that Reese would come back after Luckie 
should retire. On one occasion the wit- 
ness saw Reese coming out of Mrs. Ander- 
son's house. Reese had no coat on. He 
saw the witness and turned back.

SURRENDERED TO A FRIEND 


Reward Would Have Gone To Pris- 
oner’s Custodian. 


NEIGYBOR STEPS IN AND CAPTURES HIM 


Attorneys for Defendant Say That 
Evidence Has Been Found Show- 
ing He Did Not Murder. 


Rome, Ga.. November 6.—(Special.)—Les- 


with killing Marshal Tidwell, of Seney, was 
captured this morning and is now in the 
Floyd county jail. : 

Tidwell had arrested Echois and was on 
his way to the lock up with him when 
Echols, it is alleged, fired the fatal shot and 
escaped in the darkness, 

The town author.ties offered $100 re- 
ward for his capture and to this Governor 
Atkinson added a reward of $200 by the 
state for his,apprehension. It was thought 
at first that he had gone west, but hints 
dropped by his relatives led the officers to 
believe that he was hiding out in the 
hills. 

Wednesday night Deputy Sheriff Dallas 
Turner and ex-Policeman Copeland went 
down to old man Echols’s ,.home, near 
Seney, to look for the fugitive, and during 
the night they made a raid on the gin- 
house and found twenty or thirty bales 
of seed cotton piled up in the second 
story.. They tramped all over the pile of 
cotton and made what they considered a 
thorough search of the premises, but 
failed to find Echols. 

A Queer Hiding Place. 

Yesterday morning they made another 

search of the ginhouse and accidentally 
discovered the hiding place of the fugi- 
tive in tie second story of the building 
where the cotton was piled. He had dug 
a tunnel under the pile of cotton about 
three feet square, and back near the wall 
had excavated a place big enough to 
sit in upright and managed to secure 
fresh air through a crack in the floor. 
He had remained in hiding there dur- 
ing the day and only venturing out at 
night when the coast was clear to stretrh 
his cramped limbs for more than a 
month. The officers hiad trampled all over 
the pile of cotton, the cavity in which he 
was concealed being protected by planking. 
The entrance was completely hidden by 
loose cottom and but for the fact that he 
had become frightened and ‘hurriedly va- 
cated his place of concealment, they 
might never have discovered his lair. 

After leaving his place of conrealment 
Echols started to Rome to give himself 
up, and went first to the residence of 
Bob Brewer, a friend of his. 

W. H. Kirkpatrick, a farmer living near 
Fish creek, saw him passing through a 
field, recognized him, and wishing to se- 
cure the reward went to Brewer’s house 
last night and demanded Echols’s sur- 
render. Being unarmed Echols gave him- 
self up without resistanre. 

Sheriff Clements and Ordinary Brewer, 
of Polk county, were notified and took 
charge of the prisoner. The party ‘then 
proceeded to Seney,. where they were met 
by Sheriff McConnell, who brought the 
prisoner here and placed thim in jail. 

Today Mrs. Echols, Lester’s mother, 
came to Rome andvemployed Wright & 
Ewing to uefend the case. Mr. Ewing went 
to Seney and after a thorough investiga- 
tion decided that Echols is not guilty of 
the killing. He says that he found credible 
witnesses who will swear that Echols did 
not fire the shot that killed Tidwell, but 
that it was fired behind his back while 
several parties were engaged in a fight. 
cial preliminary trial will occur in a day 
or two.

Testimony in the Case Has Not Been 
Transcribed by the Court 
Reporter Yet. 


Columbus, Ga., November 6.—(Special.)— 
The motion for a new trial in the Ryder 
case was to have been heard in this city 
tomorrow, but it now develons that the 
hearing will not take place then. This is 
because the testimony in the case has not 
all been reduced to writing.

In 
case the motion is refused the case will be 
taken to the supreme court.

Two Big Stills Destroyed. 

Captain N. G. Oattis, a United States 
deputy collector, and J. R. Cornett, ex- 
deputy marshal, have just returned from a 
big raid in Harris county. During Wednes- 
day night the two officers found and de» 
stroyed a large illicit distillery which con- 
tained five thousand gallons of whisky in 
the form of “‘slops.”’ 

The still was between Hamiiton and 
Whiteville, on what is known as the ‘Peg 
Factory” place. The distillery was located 
on a creek at the foot of a perpendicular 
biuff of thirty feet height. At the foot ot 
the cliff a cave had been dug and in this 
hiding place the manufacture of mountain 
dew had gone serenely on. 

The officers destroyed the five thousand 
gallons of beer on hand and also the dis- 
tilling apparatus. The haul was the biggest 
one ever made in Harris county, noted as 
it is for its numerous blockade distilleries 
within its borders. 

From this still the two officers went ta 
King Gap, above Hamilton, where they 
discovered another violation of the revenue 
laws.

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THE WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 


Some Interesting Facts About the 
| Colossal Shaft. 


From The Washington Star. 

The distance at which the 
visible has always been a matter of debat- 
ashington people. Not 
a train approaches that city, nor a boat 
speeds up or down the Potomac, but carries 
a group of people anxious to see at just 
what point they can last see the white

Probably the greatest distance at which 


| the monument is seen is from the summit 


of the Blue Ridge at Snicker’s Gap, a dis- 


| tance of about forty-three miles in an air 


| line. 


The elevation there is 2,000 feet above 
the Potomac. The mountaineers years 
ago, with their keen eyes trained to long 
and sharp sight in the mountains, detect- 
ed the white spot gleaming on the horizon, 
and they can always quickly determine its 
place on the horizon line. But to city folks, 
however, the location of the white shaft 
is not an easy matter. Thousands of Wash- 
ington people every summer invade that 
regjon as summer boarders, to subsist on 
fresh milk and fried chicken, and inci- 
dentally in their excursions up on the 
mountzin to get a sight of the monument. 
On clear days it is distinctly visible, 
especially to those who are familiar with 
its precise location. But it is more easily 
seen at sunset than at any other hour, as 
the. sharp refiection of the sun’s rays 


brings out the white surface of tie mar-.

ble. The mountain people are only too 
glad to point out the monument to their 
visitors, and usually tell them the secret 
by which they can themselves locate it. 
This is by finding first on the horizon line 
the slight elevation of contour presented by 
Munson’s hill. Then. slightly to the left, 
perhaps one degree, there it is. The point 
from which the monument was first seen 
from the Blue Ridge is the mountain farm 
of Mr. Louis P. Shoemaker, of this city, 
and the place is called ““Monument View.” 
One of the most singular stories that 
may be told about the Washington monu- 
ment is hardly credible, yet it can be 
vouched for as perfectly true. There are 
hundreds of ladies in Washington who 
wear upon their hats the plumage or the 
entire skin of a bird which has lost its life 
flying ag&inst the tall mass of inarble in 
the dimness of twilight or daybreak, Every 
morning one of the watchmen who spends 
the night in the monument finds about its 
base quite a number of birds who have 
lost their lives in this way. This mortality 
is not limited to any one specie, but in- 
cludes nearly all the birds known in this 
region. Strange to say. few English spar- 
rows lose their lives by flying against the 
monument, but the beautiful golden 
finches, cedar birds, starlings, tanagers, 
grosbeaks and many others of bright plum- 
age and great rarity have been found. The 
watchman takes these birds up town to @ 
taxidermist, who stuffs and mounts the 
rarer specimens, which are sold for a good 
round price to collectors, and the skins of 
those less rare are prepared for the mil- 
liner. Hardly a morning comes that there 
are less than a score of dead birds about 
the base of the shaft. 

Another queer thing to know about the 
monument is. that its height and width 
vary. It is taller in summer than in win- 
ter, and in the latter season its width on 
the south side is about an inch greater 
than on the north, east or west sides. 
This is due to expansion under the heat of 
the sun’s rays. This phenomenon was de- 
termined by Captain Greene during; the 
erection of the shaft. Plumb lines were 
hung at each corner of the marble wall, 
and the plumb “bobs” or plummets were 
suspended in pots of glycerin and molas- 
| ses. Across the top of each pot was laid 
a finely graduated steel bar, and tlree 
times a day an army engineer ‘‘took off’’ 
the registration thus made of the expan- 
sion of the walls. It was held that the 
plumméts moved precisely with the points 
at which the plumb Jines were attached 
to the top of the shaft, and the glycerin 
held them firmly without vibration or oscil- 
lation, so that the officer could rote any 
change of position. All these registrations, 
twice a day every day of the year, were 
recorded in a book during the seven years

On the assembling of the legislature 
and before amy announcements for the 
United States senate were made, The 
Constitution, realizing the grave danger 
that ‘would confront the party should 
another state election be precipitated, 
urged Governor Atkinson not to contrib- 
ute to the bringing on of such an un- 
necessary emergency by entering the 
contest for the senate. 

This was several days before the in- 
auguration of the governor for his sec- 
ond term and before any definite an- 
nouncement concerning his candidacy 
was issued, the people and the press 
with exceptional unanimity protesting 
against another state campaign, even 
at the suggestion ofthe governor’s can- 
didacy.

John H. Inman. 

The death of Mr. John H, Inman de- 
prives the country of one of its most lib- 
eral, enterprising and patriotic: citizens, 
and removes from the scene of the na- 
tion’s activities one of its most saga- 
cious, far-seeing and progressive busi- 
ness leaders. 

Mr. Inman was essentially a business 
man, but in his case this phrase must 
be given a larger and a wider meaning 
than it usually imparts to the mind. 
He was among the highest types of that 
development which has been made nec- 
essary by the enlarged methods and de- 
mands of*modern commerce. 

In the competition that these enlarged 
methods have made possible the business 
man whois ambitious to be conspicuous 
ly successful must have at his command 
all those intellectual resources that mark 
a great general. His mental equipment 
must be perfect. His knowledge of hu- 
man nature must be thorough. He must 
be able to seize opportunities before his 
competitors discover them, He must 
have an intuitive forecast of results. He 
must be able to grasp and analyze the 
most complex situations. More than 
that, he must be able, by his influence 
on Smaller men and by force of example, 
to control the market at critical mo- 
nents. : 


Inman had in abundance,and it was these 
that made him easily the most success- 
ful and influential business man that 
operated on the floor of the New York 
cotton exchange. 

Though he was cosmopolitan in his 
business methods and ideas—a citizen 
of the world so far as his influence and 
operations went—Mr. Inman was in- 
tensely and patriotically American in 
his views, and his strong regard for the 
south, its people and its interests, would 
have been regarded as provincial in a 
smaller man. 

The south has contributed to New 
York some of the most prominent and 
successful business men of that city, 
and Mr. Inman stood at the head of this 
contingent. He stood at its head and 
not one among the number ever car- 
ried in his heart a sincerer love for the 
section that gave him birth. 

Such was his interest in the ma- 
terial development of this section that 
for a@ number of years he devoted a 
large share of his capital and much of 
his time to the upbuilding of our rail- 
way and iron interests. The investments 
that he made here afforded him small 
profit, but the material results that he 
accomplished were a constart source of 
gratification. 

Ordinarily, when a man dies his place 
is soon filled and his absence ceases to 
be even a memory. But there is no one 
to take the place of Mr. Inman in the 
affairs where he was the master mind 
and leader. We do not refer particular- 
ly to his private business affairs, but to 
those large enterprises and transactions 
which he himself conceived and carried 
out. More than this, it will be hard to 
find a citizen so public spirited—a man 
full of the cares and responsibilities 
that success brings, who will be so ready 
to devote himself to the promotion of 
the public interest. 

Mr. Inman died at an age when it 
might be supposed that he was in the 
prime of life, and yet the had accom- 
plished more than the great majority of 
men who live to a ripe ‘old age. 
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Consoling Reflections.

-One of the results of the recent presi- 
dential election has been a revival in eno 
paign statistics. Says. The Chicago Reco 
in speaking of the narrow margins on 
which decisive results have frequently 
turned: 

‘Van Buren was elected over the whig 
candidates in 1836 by a majority of only 
2,628 popular votes. General Harrison was 
elected in 1840 over Van Buren by a major- 
ity of 145,900 popular votes out of 2,400,000, 
yet he received 2% electoral votes to Van 
Buren’s 60. Polk defeated Henry Clay in 
1844 by only 97,370 popular yotes in a total 
vote of over 2,500,000. Garfield in 1880 re- 
ceived only 7,028 more popular votes than 
Hancock, out of over 9,000,000. Cleveland 
in 1884 received only 2,005 more popular 
votes than Blaine, out of over 9,500,000, and 
Harrison in 1888 only 96,658 more popular 
votes than Cleveland, out of nearly 11,000,- 
000. In the presidential election of 1892 
eighteen states were carried by pluralities 
of less than 10,000 votes. They were: South 
Dakota, republican, by 8,344; Oregon, repub- 
lican, by 8,047; Indiana, democratic, by 7,125; 
Washington, republican, by 6,657; Wiscon- 
sin, republican, by 6,544; Kansas, people’s, 
by 6,874; Connecticut, democratic, by 5,870; 
Nevada, people’s, by 4,453; West Virginia, 
democratic, by 4,174; Nebraska, republican, 
by 4,079;, New Hampshire, republican, by 
8,547; Rhode Island, republican, by 2,637; 
Montana, republican, by 1,270; Ohio, repub- 
lican, by 1,072; Wyoming, republican, by 
732; Delaware, democratic, by 498; North 
Dakota, people's, by 181; California, demo- 
cratic, by 147." 


The elephant is noted for hfs awkward- 
ness and yet he is capable of performing 
some of the most difficult feats of climb- 
ing.

“Elephants are able to make their way 
up and down the mountains and through @ 
country of steep cliffs, where mules would 
not dare to venture, and even where men 
find passage difficult, Their tracks have 
been found upon the very summits of 
mountains over 7,000 feet high. In these 
journeys an elephant is often compelled to 
descend hills and mountain sides which are 
almost precipitous. This is the way it is 
done: The elephant’s first maneuver is to 
kneel down close to the declivity. One fore- 
leg is then cautiously passed over the edge 
and a short way down the slope, and if he 
finds there {is no good spot for a firm foot- 
hold be speedily forms one by stamping into 
the soil, if it is moist, or kicking out a 
footing if it is dry. When he is sure of a 
good foothold the other foreleg is brought 
down in the same way. Then he performs 
the same work over again with his feet, 
bringing both forelegs a little in advance 
for the first foothold. This leaves good 
places already made for the hind feet. 
Now bracing himself up by his huge, strong 
forelegs, he draws his hind legs, first ona, 
and then the other, carefully over the 
edge, where they occupy the first places 
made by the forefeet. This is the way the 
huge animal proceeds all the way down, 
zigzag, kneeling with his forefeet. Thus 
the center of gravity Is preserved and the 
huge beast prevented from toppling over 
on hig nose.”’ 


“If the report is true that Japan is aid- 
ing the Philippine rebels by landing arms 
on the coast,”’ says The Brooklyn Citizen, 
“there will be serious complications be- 
tween Spain and Japan in the near future. 
The Japs are anxious for territorial ex- 
tensions and would be only too glad to 
annex the Philippines. It would not be 
at all strange if arms were sent to the 
islands by sympathizers with the revolt, 
much as arms are sent from this country 
to Cuba, but that Japan will openly aid 
the rebels is very improbable. But if Spain 
should by any chance be driven out, Japan 
would doubtless be very ready to step in 
and annex the islands. That Spain will 
very vigorously protest against all filibus- 
tering is certain. She can scarcely do more 
in the present condition of her treasury. 
But if the Japanese government is really 
taking part in the revolt, which is within 
the range of possibilities, complications 
will arise, the end of which is difficult to 
foretell.

Society in England and America Seems 
To Be Weary of It. 
From The Boston Herald. 

The latest agitation in English society 
throughout her majesty’s empire has been 
caused by the sad truth that dancing is 
going out of fashion. It may be said that 
the terpischorean art is dying a natural 
death, and in its last throes now calls upon 
the world to know the reason of its decay. 
What means this passing away of a cus- 
tom as old as the ark? What has struck 
mankind that this symptom of light~heart- 
edness and exuberance of spirits supcumbs 
to the influence of some unseen enemy? 
Is it possible that we are passing through 
a vale not of tears, perhaps, but one of 
moral paralysis, when even the playful 
skipping of young lambs is distasfeful to 
the senses? At all events, the youthful 
Britisher who has been a devotee of 
the ballroom, and who has danced with 
all the abandon of a salome or a Miriam, 
suddenly finds herself partnerless, and the 
Tommy Atkins of society turning up his 
nose at her antics. 

The passing of the dance is pronounced 
by an observing press to be one of the 
most singular changes in the present age, 
and to seek the cause of it is the object 
of the guardians of modern thought and 
morals. For, of course, there is a reason 
for every variation in the social system. 
While deploring the new order of things, 
and seeking to discover the influences 
which have been working against tthe 
once universal pastime, it is well to re- 
member that the encouragement that has 
been gtven to out of door sports and the 
excessive use of the bicycle may have 
much to answer for in an age that cannot 
claim to be eclectic in its tastes. 

It matters very little if the mere act of 


dancing falls into desuetude, but it matters’ 


a great deal if the graceful exercises which 
precede and accompany the art are no 
longer practiced. A gawky, shambling gait 
and the shy, self-conmsciousness of many 
young people have been corrected and 
amended by dancing, when violent calis- 
thenics and school drilling have failed to 
bring about the easy bearing alweys as- 
sociated with good mamners. Formerly 
“deportment’ was a branch of education, 
but this era of haste and rudeness no 
longer recognizes its helpful adjunct, but is 
content to square its shoulders, to poke 
out or in its elbows. and to nod its head 
in the brusque, angular style that suits 
the hustling times. 

No special benefit is derived from this 
loss of*the gentle art. The beautiful world 
goes on precisely the same, and only man 
is viler in contrast. He says in his own 
defense that the time omce given to the 
cultivation of fine manners is now con- 
sumed by sending round the. wheels of 
his bike and acquiring the twentieth cen- 
tury hump. His dancing days literally are 
over. If he condescends to walk through 
a square dance or te jump about in a waltz 
it is simply because his partner is too 
tich or too lovely to be neglected. 

He would not be guilty of exhibiting any 
courtliness on either occasion, for a 
courtly manner is “beastly form,’ but, as 
he is naturally civil, he will discourse 
knowingly on the fascimations of golf, the 
strategy of polo, the dangers of a scorch 
on his wheei, the company he met at some 
house party, or a rapid cruise on a friend's 
yacht.

HIS HORSE RAN AWAY 


And the Owner Sues the Consolidated for 
$5,000 Damages, . 


HORSE FLED FROM THE CAR 


Brown Says He Was Thrown from His 
Buggy and His Injuries Are Ex- 
ternal, Internal, Eternal. 


Several days ago W. F. Brown, a country- 
man, was driving his horse out West Hunt- 
er street, en route home, when anh electric 
car came rattling down the hill. -The horse 
was not accustomed to the cars and ran 
away, throwing Brown out of the buggy 
and demolishing the vehicle. 

Yesterday Brown filed a suit for damages 
in the city court against the Atlanta Con- 
solidated Street Car Company, alleging that 
he had been injured to the extent of $5,000 
and asking that judgment in that amount 
be rendered him hy the court. 

“I was permanently injured,” says Brown, 
“and my injuries are external, internal and 
eternal. I was earning $100 per month, but 
since the accident my capacity to earn a 
livelihood has been greatly diminished.” 
Brown states in his petition that he was 
driving out West Hunter street, and when 
near Ashby street, which is almost at the 
city limits; he heard an electric car coming 
over the hill. He declares that the car 
was exactly ten minutes behind time, and 
as he was well posted on the schedules, he 
says he was not expecting a car at that 
time, thinking it had passed. 

On the side of the street upon which he 
was driving, he says there was not suffi- 
cient room for his buggy to pass the car, 
and he accordingly crossed over the tracks 
to avoid a collision. 

He claims the motorman paid no attention 
to him, but turning on the current, began 
to ring the gong, which frightened his 
horse and caused the animal to run away, 
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Ths above is the best collar button ifn the 
market, being made of one piece of gold.

Brown claims that he has been injured 
permanently and will never recover. He 
Says he was given a severe blow in the ab- 
domen and was otherwise so badly injured 
that he has almost despaired of ever being 
able to work again as had been his cusiom 
through life. 
The suit is for the sum of $5,000 damases., 
which Brown claims is not an overestimate 
of the suffering and inconvenience his in- 
juries have caused him. The case will be 
tried at the next term of the city court.

London, November 6.—The case of Mr. 
and Mrs. Walter M. Castle, of San Fran- 
cisco, who are accused of shop lifting, 
came up for trial in the Clerkenwell ses- 
sions this morning. There were seven in- 
dictments against the prisoners charging 
them with stealing articles, the total value 
of which was £43 10s. ' 

Chairman McConnell presided and on the 
bench with him were a half dozen magis- 
trates. The courtroom was crowded, many 
ef the spectators being ladies. A number 
of the officials of the United States embas- 
sy were present, including Secretary 
Roosevelt and Chief Clerk Hodson. 

The prosecution stated that it appeared 
that Mr. Castle was not a party to the 
thefts, and therefore no evidence would be 
offered against him. By direction of the 
chairman, the jury rendered a verdict of 
not guilty, Mrs. Castle was found guilty 
on gli the indictments and was sentenced 
to three months’ imprisonment. 

Mrs. Castle appeared in court attended 


g by two female nurses and her husband. 


eo _. Upon the reading of the charge Mr. Cas- 
' * tle stood boldly upright and answered 


“not guilty” to each of the seven counts, 
‘On behalf of Mrs. Castle Sir Edward 
Clarke said that she pleaded guilty to 
each charge, and proceeded to give the 
reasons for making such a plea. 
While Sir Edward Clarke was speaking 
Mrs. Castle remained seated. She was 
dressed in somber black and kept her face 
covered with a handkerchief. While the 
jury was being sworn the silence was 
broken only by Mrs. Castle’s sobbing. 
When the first charge was read, that of 
stealing a sable tie worth £9 and a skirt 
worth 9s, Mr. Avory, for the prosecution, 
said: “Subject to any opinion which your 
lordship may express, it appears to me 
that Mr. Castle was not a party to the 
thefts, and therefore the prosecution will 
not offer any evidence against Mr. Cas- 
tle. While the case was in the police court 
and both prisoners were denying guilt it 
was impossible for the prosecution to take 
this course, for as long as the wife denied 
her guilt it was possible that the husband 


had taken the things.” 

The chairman said: “I have read the 
depositions carefully and have arrived at 
the same conclusion. There is nothing in 
the evidence that has impeached the in- 
nocence of Mr. Castle, and I entirely ap- 
prove the course you have taken in the 


matter.” 

Mr, Avory, upon receiving the reply of 
the chairman, announced formally that 
the prosecution would not offer any evi- 
dence against Mr. Castile. The chairman 
addressed the jury, saying: 

“As there is no evidence to support the 
indictment against the defendant, Walter 
M. Castle, it is your duty to render a ver- 
dict of not guilty.” 

The jury responding with a verdict of not 
guilty, Mr. Castle was immendiately dis- 
charged and upon the application of Sir 
Edward Clarke to the. court Mrs. Castle 
was allowed to leave the courtroom at- 
tended by her nurses, 

Plea of Mental Disability. 

Sir Frank Lockwood then began his open- 
ing for the defense, dilating in the course of 
his eddress upon the terrible position of 

Mrs. Castle, who had hitherto been a repu- 
table woman occupying a high social posi- 
tion. 

Mr. Avory replied, giving the defuils of 
the evidence as taken in the police court in 
regard to the searching of Mrs. Castle’s 
trunks, in which a museum of articles was 
found, many of them still having their sale 
tickets attached. In not a single instance, 
he said, was Mrs. Castle detected in taking 
anything, so that she must have done her 
work so skillfully that even her husband, 
who was beside her, was unable to see what 
she was doing. 

Sir Edward Clarke, queen’s counsel for 
the defense, said that in view of the cruel- 
ty to which Mrs. Castle would have been 
subjected in having the facts discussed be- 
fore her, he had advised the lady to plead 
guilty. She was not in want of money 
and the inganity of her proceedings was 
proved in the fact of her handing a piece of 
fur with the sale ticket attached, showing 
the name of the owner, the price, etc., to 
another person for the purpose of getting 
the fur matched, Mrs, Castle, he said, had 
had @ mental malady when she was a girl 
and that malady had been recurring during 
the last few months. : 

Dr. Grigg, a specialist in women's dis- 
eases, was called to the stand and testified 
he had examined Mrs, Castle and found 
that her condition was such as to justify 
him in concurring in the statement made by 

. Sir Edward Clarke. 

Such a condition, he said, generally re- 
sulted in mental disturbances, religious and 
other forms of mania, and rendered the suf- 
ferer irresponsible for her actions. 

Dr. George H. Savage, one of the leading 
Specialists in female diseases in England; 
Dr, Gabriel, of the college of surgeons, 
and Dr. Scott, another specialist {n nervous 
diseases, corroborated the testimony of 
Dr, Grigg.

Shareholder De Pass protested against 
the proposed increase, but the duke of 
Abercorn, nevertheless, declared, amid 
great confusion, that the increase had been 
carried. The duke then moved that the 
meeting approve the arrangements which 
had been made by the directors to under- 
write £300,000 of these new shares. 

The motion was received with shouts of 
dissent and Mr. De Pass moved that the 
meeting give a direct negative to the 
underwriting proposal. Mr. de Pass’s mo- 
tion was carried by a large majority. When 
the motion offered by the duke of Abercorn 
was lost the duke said: 

‘Then I rely upon you to take up the 
shares.’’ 

The uproar was renewed and several 
shareholders shouted: 

‘‘Are the new shares intended to pay 
Kruger’s indemnity?” 

Finally it was decided that the new 
shares should be issued without under- 
writing, the directors saying that they 
counted upon the shareholders subscribing 
the money. 


PROFIT-SHARING PLAN. 


Illinois Central Offers Stock To Em- 
ployes on Installment Plan. 

The Illinois Central has inaugurated a 
plan for profit sharing by its employes.

“I Killed Elliott Rutherford and 
Hanse Chambers,” Says the Boy. 


THIRTY KILLINGS CHARGED TO THE FATHER 


Capture Was Made in the West Vir- 
ginia Mountains—Two Were jn a 
Rock Fort, Heavily Armed. 


‘Huntington, W. Va., November 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Captain Hatfield, the most notorious 
outlaw in the West Virginia mountains, 
has been captured. J. H. Clark, the detec- 
tive and deputy sheriff of the Norfolk and 
Western railway, with Dan Christian, ar- 
rived here at daybreak with Hatfield and 
his fourteen-year-old son. 

They were captured in the mountains of 
Mingo county at dusk last night. After 
two days and nights of tireless trailing and 
reconnoitering, the Hatfields were located 
in a natural rock fort in the mountains, 
which was used by their faction as a place 
of refuge during their trouble with the 
McCoys, of Kentucky, six years ago. 

Hatfield and his son are charged with 
the murder of John Rutherford, Eltfott 
Rutherford and Hanse Chambers, in an 
election quarrel at Matewan, W.Va. Father 
and son seemed not the least worried over 
the affair. 

The fourteen-year-old 
said: 

“T killed Elliott Rutherford and NHanse 
Chambers; dad killed John Rutherford.” 

Captain Hatfield for years led the famous 
band of Hatfields against the McCoys. The 
fame of that feud spread over the whole 
country. Hatfield is charged with killing 
thirty-seven men in the past twenty years. 

Hatfield and his son were asleep in @ 
crevice of a large rock cliff con Tug river 
when the officers discovered them. Hatfield 
had two winchesters and two revolvers, 
while the boy was sleeping with a Wwin- 
chester lying on each side of him. 

Thousands of persons are surrounding 
the jail here attempting to get a peep at 
the outlaws, They were brought here for 
fear of mob violence.

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DID HE MURDER HER? 


Negro Woman Dies Very Mysteriously 
Last N**ht. 


HUSBAND HAD BEATEN HER 


Her Husband Is Suspected of Having 
Murdered Her and Was 
Placed in a Cell. 


A very mysterious death was reported to 
the police authorities last night. 

Lucindy Randall, a colored woman who 
lived in Logan’s alley, near the corner of 
Piedmont avenue and Ellis street, died sud- 
denly in the house of a neighbor after her 
drunken husband had been maltreating and 
beating her. 

An investigation of the case by Sergeant 
Ball resulted in the arrest of Charley Ran- 
dall and he was locked in the station house 
suspected of murder. He denies that he 
killed his wife. 

The circumstances in the case are very 
suspicious. Randall has been in the habit 
of coming home intoxicated, and his wife 
has had often to secrete herself in her 
neighbors’ homes to escape his abuse. 

Last night was no exception to the rule. 
Randall came home about 6 o’clock drunk 
and begian abusing his wife. Two witnesses 
state she screamed for help and beseeched 
him not to kill her; that he had nearly 
done so already. 

After what seemed to be a desperate 
struggle the woman succeeded in getting 
away from her husband and feebly groped 
her way through the dark to the home of 
Ellen Tichnor, only a short distance away. 

After entering the house she fell across 
the foot of the bed, complaining of an in- 
tense pain in her side. On being asked if 
Randall had been beating her she seemed 
to evade the answer and replied in the 
negative. In a short while she fell over on 
the bed unconsious and soon expired. 

As soon as the news was carried to Ran- 
dall he was apparently grief-stricken. He 
moaned and cried and could be heard two 
blocks off. Finally he left under the pre- 
tense of going for a doctor and returned 
in about an hour without ghe. Sergeant 
Ball placed him under arrest a few min- 
utes later and he was taken to the station 
house in a wagon. 

Coroner Paden was notified and he will 
hold an inquest over the body this morn- 
ing. Howard, the colored undertaker, took 
charge of the remains last night. 

When seen at the station house Randall 
had not sufficiently recovered from his 
spree to talk intelligently. He acknowl- 
edged that he had come home drunk, but 
denied he had beaten his wife. There are 
no bruises on the body which would indi- 
cate hard blows. 

The authorities are inclined to believe 
she died as a result of some internal de- 
rangement caused by Randall’s rough 
treatment. He will be held for further in- 
vestigation.

Wife of the Noted Outlaw Tells the 
Story of Her Home Life—Deliv- 
ers a Message from Tom,’ 


The wife of Taylor Delk and mother of 
Tom Delk was one of the visitors at the 
ail yesterday afternoon. : 
Mrs. Delk called at the office of the sheriff 
early in the morning and asked for a per- 
mit to see her husband. She was thinly 
clad und wore a faded dress of did black 
alpaca. Her bonnet was made of the same 
material and her general appeatance: did 
not indicte that she was in good financial 
circumstances. 

For quite a while she eat in the office of 
the sheriff arid talked about her husband 
and her son. She told a pitiful story of 
domestic life and upon her face could be 
easily traced the lines and furrows of suf- 
fe ring and anxiety. 

“Tom don’t hke being in the jail at Zeb- 
vion,’’ she said, as she drew a long sigh 
and wiped a tear from her eye. “He ain't 
treated as well as he was when he was 
with you, Mr. Barnes, and he ain’t cared 
for like he oughter to ba He wants to 
come back to Atlanta, where he can get 
something fit to eat, and where he can he 
with his father and where I can go to see 
him. 
“My youngest boy has been mighty sick 
for a long time, but he is better how and 
has gone to work in the cotton factory. 
He don’t get but 20 cents a day, but then 


I don’t reckon I ought to complain, tor’ 
that is better than hini being sick and me 
having to wait on him. He sweeps the floor 
in the factory and does turns for the others. 

“Both the girls have been working most 
of the time, but Annie ain’t got any thing 
to do now. The other girl is working in 
the cahdy factory and makes # and 45 
cents a day. Sometimes she has to work 
from in the morning until nearly midnight. 
She ain’t got any regular job, and just | 
gets work by the piece. 

“Taylor is well. He wrote me to go to See 
him yesterday, but I couldn’t get down to 
the jail. I want to see him this morning 
to see if there is anything I can do for him. 
He says he Js getting on first rate, but then 
he don’t like being locked up in his cell. 

“I uin’t very well, for I have had to wait 
on the baby boy so much that I am about 
worked down. It looks like I have to suf- 
fer as much as the old man and Tom, for 
I have to take care of the balance of the 
family while they are in jail.’’ 

Mrs. Delk was given a permit to see her 
husband and she left the office for the jail, 
where she spent a long while talking to 
Taylor Delk through the prison bars. 

The attorneys of Tom Delk hope to secure 
a stay of the death sentence while his case 
goes to the supreme court of the United 
States. 

Tom Delk has written to the jail authori- 
ties that he is closely watched by the Zebu- 
lon county jailer and has no liberties and 
is treated unkindly. It was thought that the 
noted prisoner would be brought back to 
the Atlanta jail for safe keep ng after he 
Was sentenced a few weeks ago, but Sheriff 
Barnes has received no information in re- 
gard to the intentions of the sheriff of Pike 
county.

LAKE STORM HAS DISAPPEARED. 


Forecaster Marbury Reviews Weather 
Conditions Over the Country. 

The storm noted last night as central 
ever the lake region has disarpeared te 
the northward, being attended by h'gh 
winds on the eastern portion of Lake Erie 
during the day. A maximum velocity of 
sixty-four miles was reported from Buffaio, 
but at cbservation time it had fallen to a 
rate of 22 miles. 

The barometric depression which was 
céntral in Kansas has almost disappeared 
from tonight’s weather map, a portion of it 
moving northeastward to the upper lake 
region, with decreased energy, and anoth- 
er portion gf it seems to cover the western 
portion of the gulf coast, causing some 
light showers on the Texas coast. 

The fair weather condition covers the At- 
lantic coast states south of New York, the 
highest barometer readings being on the 
Georgia and Carolina coasts. 

There has been a very rapid increase in 
the barometric pressure throughout the 
sections to the westward of the Mississip- 
pi and Missouri valleys, the barometer be- 
ing above 30.40 inches in the western por- 
tions of South Dakota, with a temperature 
reading of 20 degrees, 

There is a moderate coolness approaching 
from the northwest, the temperature hav- 
ing fallen from 10 to 18 degrees in the 
states from Nebraska southward to central 
Texas, Oklahoma and central Missouri. 

lt is warmer 10 or more degrees along 
the west gulf coast, in eastern Arkansas, 
Tennessee, Mississippi! and in the western 
portions of Ajabama and Georgia, thence 
northward to theiupper lakes. 

It is cooler abeut 10 degrees on the At- 
Jantic coast, from Jacksonville to New 
York city. 

Fair weather prevails generally tonight, 
except at St. Paul and Omaha, where it is 
snowing. me light snows also occurred 
in the Dakotas.
